the  life  expectancy  of  the  average  american  is  fairly  easy 
fa  calculate,  given  reasonably  good  health,  a lifetime  with- 
out war.  a decent  diet,  and  barring  murder  or  death  by 
accident,  jane  and  John  doe  can  fairly  confidently  expect 
to  live  well  Into  their  seventh  decade,  the  life  expectancy 
of  the  typical  american  edifice,  however,  depends  on 
many  more  variables  and  'twas  ever  thus  afmgh  to  witness 
the  demolition  of  walcott  house  and  the  moseley  building 
during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1979  was  to  mourn  the  death 
of  a stately  couple  and  to  twinge  at  the  apparent  callous- 
ness of  the  immediate  family,  while  hardly  euthanasia,  the 
razing  of  these  two  elegant  structures  seemed  unneces- 
sary. Ill-considered,  and.  to  some,  downright  malevolent.  It 
was  none  of  these. 

as  the  health  professions  prepare  for  the  nineteen  eighties 
some  hard  decisions  will  be  made,  the  status  of  nurses  will 
change  faster  than  we  care  to  consider;  technology 
threatens  to  outdistance  the  sum  of  knowledge,  values, 
and  ethics;  the  physician-patient  relationship  is  evolving,  as 
it  should,  toward  a more  equal  partnership;  nurses  and  other 
health  professionals  will  seek  and  receive  the  responsibilities 
and  the  recognition  they  deserve,  and.  as  it  must,  some 
program  of  national  health  insurance  will  be  instituted, 
through  all  this,  facilities  will  grow. 

walcott  house  and  moseley  building  served  well,  their 
forms  were  solid,  warm,  richly  textured,  and.  unhappily,  best 
suited  for  a bygone  era.  their  functions  did  not  include 
service  to  the  handicapped;  their  service  systems  were 
designed  for  an  age  when  petroleum  supplies  seemed  infi- 
nite; and  the  technology  of  safety,  like  that  of  health,  has 
rendered  similar  structures  unfit  for  the  type  of  use  likely  to 
an  ambulatory  care  center,  walcott  and  moseley  were 
casualties  to  the  needs  of  the  twenty-first  century;  that  their 
destruction  was  necessary,  however,  makes  it  no  less  sad.

the  national  student  nurses  association  (nsna)  is  the  only  national  organization  for  students  of  nursing,  most 
states  hove  a state  constituent  organization  which  acts  os  a liason  between  the  nsna  and  the  individual  school 
chapters,  the  mossachusetts  senate  of  student  nurses  (mssn)  is  such  an  organization  here  in  the  bay  state,  each 
school  constituent  elects  two  representatives  to  mssn  who  act  os  the  voting  body  of  the  organization,  mgh-  son 
is  allowed  two  votes,  as  well  as  every  other  constituent  school  throughout  the  state,  these  representatives  vote 
on  issues  at  mssn  meetings. 

on  a national  level  each  school  has  a potential  for  voting  delegate(s)  at  the  national  convention  providing  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  total  student  body  is  enrolled  in  current  membership,  at  the  1979  nsna  national 
convention  in  san  antonio,  texas  mgh-son  had  a voting  delegate,  mgh-son  has  been  very  active  in  sending 
students  to  the  nsna  convention,  however,  not  always  has  there  been  a voting  person  from  our  school,  this  was 
quite  exciting  because  our  school  had  a direct  vote  on  the  issues. 

through  nsna  and  mssn  we  students  are  able  to  make  our  voice  heard  on  issues  that  effect  us  and  our

"to  act  as  a central  organization  to  hear,  consider  and  decide  upon  views,  probiems,  and  ideas  of  aii 
students  through  their  representatives  and  to  take  action  on  the  above, "...  that  is  the  function  of  the  student 
nurses  cooperative  assn,  as  stated  in  the  bylaws,  article  VLL,  section  6. 

every  student  is  a member,  and  pays  annual  dues  in  the  form  of  a $30.00  activities  fee.  this  fee  provides  for 
parties,  concert  tickets,  xmas  concert,  xmas  party,  the  semi-formal,  senior  breakfast,  nsna  membership  ($10.00 
per  member),  our  delegate  to  the  nsna  convention,  and  many  other  activities. 

in  addition  to  acting  as  a central  organization  for  all  individuals  and  groups  within  the  school,  snca  is  mgh  son 's 
official  constituent  chapter  of  the  national  student  nurses  assn.,  and  the  massachusetts  senate  of  student 
nurses;  the  student  equivalents  of  the  american  nurses  assn,  and  the  massachusetts  nurses  assn.,  respectively, 
when  a student  joins  nsna,  (s)he  automatically  becomes  a member  of  mssn. 

Just  like  our  school  association,  the  state  and  national  organizations  of  student  nurses  function  only  through  the 
efforts  of  individual  students,  similarly,  individuals  can  effect  changes  through  these  powerful  bodies.

Charles  river  park?  that's  right,  crp  is  only  the  latest  development  in  boston's  west  end.  before  the  bulldozers 
cleared  the  forty -four  acres,  this  neighborhood  was  home  to  over  six  thousand  families  and  to  a myriad  of  small 
shops,  a row  of  antique  dealers,  political  clubs,  Italian  bridal  shops,  catholic  churches  and  a convent,  and  a 
synagogue,  where  the  "if  you  lived  here  you'd  be  home  now"  signs  stands  today  is  the  former  site  of  abugov's 
variety  store;  mr.  abugov  was  mrs.  yoffe's  father,  the  bulldozers  and  cranes  moved  in  so  fast  that  the  west  end 
was  wiped  out  virtually  overnight  and  urban  renewal  was  more  often  referred  to  as  "urban  removal",  boston's 
west  end  is  a classic  example  of  an  ill-conceived  good  intention  poorly  executed. 

in  June  of  1979  Charles  river  park  became  home  to  the  lucky  twelve  who  won  the  instant  lottery  under  the 
auspices  of  supervisor  of  residences  lucy  ann  shannon  and  residence  heads  donna  stievater  and  Jim  canavan. 
moving  Into  apartments  in  6 whittier  place  were  denise  curran,  mary  hall,  mary  ellen  darragh,  elaine  curley, 
mary  boss,  sarah  cromey,  joann  mcgrath,  patty  Joyce,  karen  grassla,  ellen  lockhart,  kathy  reagan,  and  claire 
duffy.  generous  in  their  good  fortune,  the  mgh  hi-rise  kids  offered  the  hospitality  of  their  sumptuous  accommo- 
dations for  parties  (hello,  security!),  overnighters  for  exam  preparation,  meetings,  dinners,  and,  in  general, 
festive  occasions. 

the  leases  have  all  expired  now,  and  j.c.  and  the  twelve  chosen  have  moved  on  to,  we  hope,  warmer  and 
more  personal  abodes,  but  while  it  lasted,  Charles  river  park  was  a unique  and  successful  experiment  in  college 
housing  and,  for  a year  anyway,  the  west  end  again  reverberated  with  youth  and  enthusiasm.
